MERIDA, Mexico (AP) — Hurricane 
Carmen lost much of its force early today 
as it crossed the Yucatan peninsula and 
headed into the Gulf of Mexico, but was 
expected to regain strength as it moved 
over open water. 
Three dead were reported in its path. 
At 9 a.m. EDT, the storm’s center was 
just east of Campeche, Mexico, at latitude

and

west. 
Forecasters said Carmen was drifting 
northward at about 5 m.p.h. and the 
storm's movements would be erratic for 
the next 24 hours. 
The National 
Hurricane Center 
in 
Miami said Carmen was still weakening 
and was not expected 
to start 
building 
strength until the center moved out over 
the Gulf of Mexico late today. 
Forecasters said it was too early to say 
which land areas might be threatened 
once Carmen reached the Gulf, and ma­ 
rine interests around the Yucatan and 
southern Gulf of Mexico were warned to 
be alert for future advisories on the storm. 
“ We’ll have to wait for it to get over the 
water again and see how much of a system 
we have before we can think downstream 
to see if it will threaten people,’’ said Neal 
Frank, hurricane center director.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Trade Commission announced acceptance 
today of a negotiated settlement which is 
the 
commission’s opening wedge in a 
broad investigation of the $6-billion-a-year 
land development business.

The 
five-member 
commission 
unanimously 
approved the settlement 
despite 
complaints 
from

enforcement officials that the FTC was 
going too easy on GAC Corp. of Miami. 
In originally proposing the settlement 
last March, the FTC had cited GAC with 
using misleading tactics in selling land in 
Florida and Arizona. Much of the land is 
in Florida and cost buyers $1,500 to $2,000 
per parcel. 
The commission has about 30 other land 
developers under investigation. 
The settlement, which was offered for 
public comment before final action, 
required GAC to provide buyers with cash

United Mine Workers President Arnold 
Miller presented the union’s shopping list 
of demands ranging from a call for 
substantial wage increases to improving 
safety in the mines. 
Miller 
told 
the 
Bituminous 
Coal 
Operators 
Association, 
the 
industry s 
bargaining 
arm, 
that 
“ the 
surest 
guarantee of labor peace” was for the 
industry “ to recognize that its financial fu­ 
ture is secure and that its profits must be 
shared with the men who produce them.” 
Walter C. Wallace, the industry’s chief 
negotiator, said he was confident of 
reaching a peaceful settlement before the 
current three-year contract expires Nov. 
12. 
Referring to the union’s demands, he 
said. “ It’s a big package and will take a lot 
of consideration and negotiation.” He 
added, however, that the industry also has 
a 
responsibility 
to 
cooperate 
with 
President Ford’s fight against inflation. 
The initial bargaining session lasted less 
than two hours and was recessed to allow 
the operators to study the union’s list of 
some 200 bargaining proposals. The union 
represents about 120,000 miners who 
produce about 75 per cent of the nation’s 
coal. 
Specific 
wage 
proposals 
were 
not 
discussed. 
Miller later 
told 
a 
news 
conference that pay increases for miners 
now averaging about $44 a day would de­ 
pend on resolution of fringe benefit 
proposals which, among other things, call 
for sick pay, supplemental unemploy­ 
ment benefits, improved pensions and 
holidays. 
Miller said the UMW was prepared dur­ 
ing the next 10 weeks “ to engage in in­ 
tensive, good faith negotiations with indus­ 
try representatives on the basic prob­ 
lems facing the American coal miner 
and the American coal industry.” 


Miller met privately with President 
Ford on Monday at the White House’s 
invitation, a session which underscored 
the administration’s concern over the 
contract talks. Although both sides are 
hopeful of reaching a peaceful settlement, 
most industry officials expect a strike. 
Details of the union’s proposals have 
not yet been released, but spokesmen have

Higher prices for everything 
from peanut butter to pork 
chops helped push up the fami­ 
ly grocery bill again during Au­ 
gust, according to an Associ­ 
ated Press marketbasket sur­ 
vey. 
the survey showed that the 
marketbasket has risen 11 per 
cent so far this year and prices 
are 14 per cent higher than they 
were 12 months ago 
The AP checked the prices of 
15 food and nonfood items in 13 
cities on March 1. 1973 and has 
rechecked at the beginning of 
each succeeding month. 
The latest check, at the start 
of the Labor Day weekend, pro­ 
vided little encouragement for 
consumers. 
More than 40 per cent of the 
total number of items checked 
went up during August. Eggs 
were up in every city checked 
— although they generally were 


cheaper than a year ago when 
$l-a-dozen eggs prompted con­ 
sumers to seek other sources of 
protein. 


Sugar continued its seemingly 
relentless rise, increasing in 11 
cities 
during 
August. 
Pork 
chops were up in eight cities, 
reflecting higher prices paid to 
farmers for their hogs. Peanut 
butter, which had remained 
fairly steady in price, went up 
in six cities last month. Coffee 
was up in eight cities 
The AP survey showed that 
during 
August 
the 
market­ 
basket went up in every city 
surveyed except Dallas. Tex., 
where it dropped by a penny or 
a fraction of 1 per cent The 
average increase was 41 2 per 
cent. During July, the AP mar­ 
ketbasket rose in all 13 cities 
On the average, the bill for 
the marketbasket was 23 per 
cent higher than it was on 
March 1.1973; 14 per cent high­ 
er than it was on Sept. 1. 1973; 


and 11 per cent higher than it 
was on Jan. 1. 1974. 
The Agriculture Department 
says that food prices will con­ 
tinue to rise during the rest of 
1974. but at a slower rate than 
previously. 
The 
department 
recently upped its estimate of 
how much the over-all 1974 in­ 
crease would be. boosting it 
from 12 to 15 per cent because 
of the recent drought that dam­ 
aged the corn crop and is ex­ 
pected to mean higher prices 
for meat, milk and poultry. 
The sugar increases have 
been the largest in the AP mar­ 
ketbasket 
Since last Septem­ 
ber. the price of a five-pound 
sack of granulated sugar has 
risen an average of 143 per 
cent, jumping from 74 cents to 
$1.80 
The increases ranged 
from 129 per cent in Boston, 
where the price went from 79 
cents to $1.81. to 202 per cent in 
Atlanta, where it rose from 64 
cents to $1 93 over the 12-month 
period. 


During August, the price of 
sugar was up in 11 cities, rising 
an average of 6 per cent, and 
unchanged in one city. In the 
13th city, sugar was unavail­ 
able on one of the check dates. 
Grade-A medium white eggs 
went up in all 13 cities during 
August, rising an average 12 
per cent. But in every city ex­ 
cept Albuquerque. N.M , they 
were lower than they were last 
September, down 19 per cent 


The AP survey covered Albu­ 
querque. Atlanta, Boston, Chi­ 
cago. Dallas, Detroit. Los An­ 
geles. Miami, New York. Phila­ 
delphia, Providence. Salt Lake 
City and Seattle.

Farm roundup 


Grass-fattened cattle 


increase is expected 


By DON KEND ALL 
AP Farm Writer 


WASHINGTON (AP. - The 
Agriculture Department says 
a larger flow of grass-fattened 
cattle will be moving to 
market this fall and winter, 
but two recent reports suggest 
the supply of nonfed beef 
already is climbing rapidly. 
On Aug. 14. USD A reported 
the number of cattle on feed in 
seven key states the first of 
the month was down 23 per 
cent from Aug. 1 last year. 
Further, the report said, 
marketings from feedlots dur­ 
ing July were down 10 per cent 
from a year earlier. 
Those figures speak for 
themselves, but only to the ex­ 
tent that the grain-fattened 
cattle supply was less than it 
was the year before. They did 
not indicate the total beef sup­ 
ply from all sources, including 
“ nonfed" cattle sold for 
slaughter. 
But last Thursday USDA 
provided another report which 
helps answer the remainder of 
the question. It said beef pro­ 
duction in federally inspected 
slaughter plants in July was 
up 15 per cent from the same 
month last year. 
That was not a new trend, 
however, since figures for 
June had showed a similar re­ 
lationship: 
A decline in 
feedlot output and an over-all 
increase in beef slaughter. 
The slaughter report also 
helped bear out claims by 
USDA that total beef produc­ 
tion is on the upswing. During 
the first seven months, it said, 
beef production was up seven 
per cent from January-July 
last year. Also, that did not in­ 
clude veal which showed a 
three per cent gain from a 
year earlier. 
Pork output, reflecting cut­ 
backs in hog programs this 


year, was down 11 per cent 
during the first seven months 
of this year from the same 
period in 1973. 
USDA is saying that while 
cattle slaughter is running 
higher this summer over all, 
the price siguation for choice- 
grade cattle from feedlots— 
because they are in shorter 
supplv—is the brightest of the 
lot. 
“ Choice steer prices may 
average in the mid-$40s (per 
100 pounds), $4 to $7 higher 
than in the spring." says 
USDA. “ But prices of cows 
and grass-fed steers and 
heifers are not fully sharing in 
this price strength 
“ Seasonally larger pork 
production this fall and in­ 
creased supplies of lower- 


grade beef are expected to 
keep hog prices in the low $30s 
(per 100 pounds) this fall.’' of­ 
ficials said. 
“ Smaller supplies of pork 
and higher hog prices are in 
prospect for 1975."

It would be the shortest peri­ 
od between elections since 1886 
and the first time two have 
been held in the same year 
since 1924 
With the Liberal party and 
Scottish. Welsh and Irish na­ 
tionalists holding the balance of 
power, the government has suf­ 
fered a number of defeats in 
trying to get its legislation 
through the House of Commons 
Ministers say they cannot carry 
out their policies without a 
clear majority. 
Britain's raging inflation, ex­ 
pected to reach 20 per cent by 
the end of the year, will un­ 
doubtedly be the major issue.

Psychologist gives 


warning on consumers

NEW YORK (AP) - A con­ 
sumer psychologist has a sug­ 
gestion for some of those statis­ 
tic-minded economists who now 
are pursuing their presidential- 
ly encouraged talks of review­ 
ing the causes and solutions of 
inflation: 
Don't assume that consumers 
respond like automatons. If you 
admit they act like human 
beings rather than numbers 
you won t have to keep repeat­ 
ing that lame excuse: “ People 
didn't act as anticipated.” 
Prof. George Katona, who for 
years headed the Survey Re­ 
search Center at the University 
of Michigan, challenges some 
of the bedrock assumptions on 
which economic thinking rests. 
To illustrate, many econo­ 
mists believe that in times of 
inflation people must be en­ 
couraged to save and admon­ 
ished not to spend. But. Katona 
says in effect, people already 
are motivated to do so. They 
need no encouragement. 
Not that they always do save 
when inflation rages. When the 
fear of shortages or mistrust in 
the dollar's value are added to 
the equation, people might act 
the very opposite They rush to 
buy while they can. 
Katona, widely regarded as 
the founder of consumer sur­ 
veys as they exist today, re­ 
lated some of his views and 
findings in a paper prepared 
for an American Psychological 
Association meeting in New Or­ 
leans last Sunday. 
Consumers and others do not 
always react in the predicted 
manner because of the pres­ 
ence of optimistic or pessimis­ 
tic attitudes which have their 
origins in past experience, trust 
in government, financial condi­ 
tion and the like. 
Too often, Katona suggests, 
economists accept the simple 
proposition that all there is to 
inflation is “ an insufficient sup­ 
ply of goods in relation to the 
demand for them at existing 
prices." 
Such an attitude, he said, ig­ 
nores a mass of relevant mate­ 
rial on how people perceive the 
supply-demand ratio. 
Price controls, for example, 
are viewed by Katona as psy­ 
chological as much as legal. 
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Dunng World War II and in 
1971-73. he said, it was shown 
that price controls work only if 
people cooperate with them. 
“ Governments are powerless 
to enforce controls if very 
many businessmen and con­ 
sumers disregard them 


At the present time the psy­ 
chological climate creates some 
serious obstacles to dealing 
with inflation. Katona says. He 
maintains 
“ there prevails a 
lack of trust in government," 
which lowers expectations of 
overcoming prices. 


Fighting inflation, he con­ 
cludes, “ calls for creating con­ 
ditions in which optimistic and 
confident attitudes anse rather 
than expectations of rapidly ris­ 
ing prices."

Nine plywood mills have closed 
or will close at least temporar­ 
ily and another 25 have cur­ 
tailed production in a cost-price 
squeeze that appears to he 
sweeping the industry. 
Some 2.500 plywood mill em­ 
ployes have been thrown out of 
work, most within the past 
week, and another 1.500 are on 
less than a full work yveek, 
says Bronson Lewis, executive 
vice president of the American 
Plywood Association. 
Lewis and other plywood offi­ 
cials say the reasons for the in­ 
dustrywide depression are the 
slump in home building and the 
high price of logs.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Ed­ 
ward Asner playing a suicidal 
cop? 
The 
notion 
will 
perhaps 
boggle the minds of TV watch­ 
ers who know him only as Lou 
Grant, Mary Tyler Moore’s 
gruff boss with a soft heart. 
Asner appears Sept. 10 as a 
policeman 
facing 
the 
grim 
prospect of retirement on the 
season’s opener of “ Police Sto­ 
ry " 
Offbeat casting9 So it seems. 
But the actor played a tough 
cop in the pilot film that start­ 
ed the “ Police Story” series 
Before becoming a regular on 
“ The Mary Tyler Moore Show’ 
four years ago. he did almost 
nothing but drama in films and 
television. 
This week Asner was working 
on yet another series, “ Rhoda.” 
That’s the spinoff of the Moore 
Show, with Valerie Harper cut­ 
ting out of Minneapolis-St. Paul 
for a career and husband in 
New York. 
Between rehearsals, Asner 
talked about his dramatic flyer 
— and his life with Mary. 
“ I play a man who is faced 
with a common problem nowa­ 
days: he has done the same job 
for 20-25 years and the day ap­ 
proaches when he’s got to 
quit,” said the beefy actor. “ He 
begins to worry about two 
things: 1. His age; 2. The fact 
that he isn’t doing his job very 
well — something that is im­ 
pressed upon him by his young, 
impertinent partner. 
“ He sees what has happened 
to friends of his who have re­ 
tired from the force. There is 
Scott Brady, who is running a 
beat-up bar. And Tom Drake, 
who has become a wino south 
of the border. The cop doesn't 
like facing that kind of a fu­ 
ture, and there is an abortive 
suicide.” 
Oddly, it was a police role 
that helped him land his posi­ 
tion as newsroom boss on “ The 
Mary Tyler Moore Show.” 
He played a bumbling chief 
of police in an Erie Stanley 
Gardner film that was aimed at 
a series for 20th Century-Fox. 
Mary’s husband and produc­ 
er, Grant Tinker, was an exec­ 
utive at the studio and remem­ 
bered Asner when casting for 
the Moore series. 
Unlike some actors who have 


grown restive in series, Ed As­ 
ner is happy with his lot. 


“ Do I find the series wear­ 
ying? Amazingly enough, very’ 
infrequently.” he said. “ Maybe 
I had a lobotomy or something, 
but the show still generates a 
great deal of pleasure. 
Ed Asner was born 44 years 
ago in Kansas City, Kan., went 
to school there and at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago. He worked 
in Chicago theater, with two 
years out for Army service in 
France and played on and off 
Broadway until 1961, when he 
emigrated to Hollywood 
His 
luck was uneven. 
“ The year before I played 
Mary's show I earned $50,000 in 
TV and films,” he recalled.

Each one vows that his dogma and 
doctrines offer a certain road to heaven 
while the other guy’s religion will open the 
gates of hell. 


And while none of 
them offers proof of 
ever having seen hea­ 
ven, and only your own 
cynicism leads you to 
suspect that a few have 
had direct contact with 
hell,

And so it is with regard to the economists 
who speak with such fervor about how the 
Ford administration can curb inflation 
without plunging the nation into a tragic 
recession — or depression

whether baptism means total immersion or 
a mere sprinkling of water than our 
economists argue these days over the value 
of a balanced budget, or hard monetary 
policies, or the efficacy of wage and price 
controls. 


No debate by evangelists ever confused 
those merely seeking to be saved more 
than our current crop of economists will 
confuse Americans. C. Jackson Grayson 
Jr., head of the price commission during 
the Nixon administration and now dean of 
the business school at Southern Methodist 
University, is vocally opposed to new wage 
and price controls, or even guidelines. He 
says controls work only for a short time 
during “ cost-push inflation, 
but not 
during what he says we have now, which is 
a “ demand or supply inflation 
Walter Heller, chairman of the Council 
of 
Economic 
Advisors 
under 
Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, says we have moved 
away from inflation caused by “ a demand- 
pull process,” aggravated by explosions in 


food and fuel, and that we now are in “ a 
classic wage-price spiral.” 


The rhetorical gobbledegook is enough to 
convince you that there is no such thing as 
an “ expert” on the economy. 


So 
overlook, 
if

can, 
all 
the 
theoretical talk As Mr Ford moves toward 
his economic summit, these are the issues 
that will really matter to you and me: 


1. Will the “ old-time religionists’ prevail 
in their view that cutting federal spending 
and balancing the budget is a cure-all giant 
first step toward economic salvation? If 
Ford buys this solution, where will he cut 
the budget? Will he follow Treasury 
Secretary William Simon’s suggestion that 
the defense budget remain inviolate while 
the welfare programs are cut, or will he go 
for Grayson’s suggestion that defense and 
all other segments share the burden9 


2. If the above strategy is adopted, how 
much unemployment is Ford prepared to 
accept as the sacrifice some Americans 
must make in the war on inflation? How 


much money will he invest in public 
service jobs and other programs to ensure 
that the poorest, weakest Americans do not 
become economic cannon fodder? 


3. Could Ford possibly adopt Heller's 
argument that our budget-cutters and 
money managers are fighting the wrong 
inflation, and in doing so are squeezing out 
of the economy not water but its economic 
lifeblood? While Grayson and others tell 
the President that he must risk a severe 
recession, 
Heller 
wants 
food 
stamp 
benefits raised, unemployment compensa­ 
tion increased, income tax exemptions 
adjusted, tax laws reformed to close 
loopholes and provide relief for lower 
income groups. 


4. Or will Ford perhaps buy the sort of 
middle proposal that he adopt guidelines 
(as proposed by economist Otto Eckstein) 
allowing prices to go up 3 per cent while 
wages 
increase 
10 per cent — the 
difference to make up for the rise in food 
and fuel costs, and to allow for the fact that 
profit margins are up? 


5. 
More likely, perhaps, than Number 4. 
is the possibility that Ford will agree that 
the Federal Reserve Board has driven 
interest rates so high that some banks and 
businesses are in financial jeopardy. He 
could try to persuade the board to move 
from the current tight-money stance to a 
more moderate posture. 


Those are areas and issues that are cru­ 
cial to the economic well-being of all 
Americans. You won’t need six years in the 
London School of Economics to under­ 
stand 
what 
the 
Ford 
administration 
is doing if you ignore the highfalutin talk 
and concentrate on the issues of who loses 
his job. whether prices rise faster than your 
pay, whether Americans 
can 
borrow 
money to buy a house. 


You may go on taking your evangelist on 
faith. But as for the economists, judge 
them only by what happens to your 
pocketbook and bank account.

When it comes to amnesty, a lot 
of Vietnam war veterans may need 
it as much as those young men who 
refused to serve — amnesty from 
bum rap discharges, that is. 


Penthouse

published a list of confidential 
“ Separation Program Numbers” 
(SPNs) 
which 
the 
Defense 
Department 
placed 
on 
the 
discharge papers of hundreds of 
thousands of Vietnam-era veterans. 
Previously available to employers 
but not to veterans themselves, the 
SPN codes have often been used as 
grounds for denying veterans jobs 
outside the service, even though no 
court martial or other judicial 
process was followed in assigning 
them. 


The list includes such personal 
failings as: 41A—“ Apathy": 41E 
—“Obesity" (or 41C—Apathy and 
Obesity). Such catchall shortcom­ 
ings as: 469—“ Unsuitability” ; 261 — 
“ Inaptitude” (or 260 - Unsuitability 
and Inaptitude). Such nebulous 
items as: 265—“ Character disor­ 
ders” ; 271—“ Unsanitary habits” or 
461 —“ Inadequate personality .” 


Also included are a range of 
numbers indicating homosexuality. 


suspected homosexuality, “ mental 
deficiency” 
and 
a 
list 
of 
psychological 
terms, 
such 
as 
“ Cyclothymic personality.” 


“More than half a million young 
men are bearing millstones that 
weigh heavily on them throughout 
their 
lives,” 
writes 
Michael 
Pousner in the magazine. 


In 
addition to encountering 
discrimination 
from 
potential 
employers, veterans with adverse 
SPN codes may also be illegally 
denied their veterans’ benefits 
under the G.I. Bill. Each negative 
entry is also a potential stumbling 
block to home loans, life and 
medical 
insurance, 
mortgages, 
bonding and consumer credit. 


The disadvantages of the adverse 
SPN codes are compounded by the 
fact 
that 
these 
numbers 
are 
assigned not as the result of a court 
martial or perhaps not even an 
offense but at the discretion of 
senior officers who may wish to rid 
themselves 
of 
“ unsuitable” 
soldiers, says Pousner. 


Because getting an SPN changed 
is a long, laborious and seldom 
successful project, he adds, for 
most veterans an adverse number 
amounts to a life sentence. (NEA)

WASHINGTON — From the guerrilla 
camps of Lebanon to the Viet Cong- 
occupied forests of Vietnam, terrorists are 
fighting with weapons paid for by the U.S. 
taxpayer and intended for use of American 
GIs 


In our own travels we have seen 
ragamuffins cavorting among live Army 
artillery shells, belts of machine gun 
ammunition lying unprotected at any Air 
Force base and untended tanks and jeeps 
ready to be driven away by intruders. 


In Southeast Asia, recently, hundreds of 
thousands of rounds of U.S. rifle “ ammo,” 
bombs, mines and artillery fuses were 
reported stolen from sea-going munitions 
barges. 


No case, however, better illustrates the 
holes in America’s arms cornucopia than 
the U.S. depot at Miseau, West Germany, 
and the nearby Weilerbach storage area 
near Kaiserslautern. 


For years, the depot had been losing 
munitions at an alarming rate. Thousands 
of rounds of ammunition, from .22 caliber 
bullets to mortar shells, cases of dynamite 
and blasting caps, hand grenades and 
missiles had simply disappeared. 


But no one knew how bad the problem 
actually was until February 1972, when 
Army investigators received a tip “ that a 
group of Third-Country Nationals" had 
stolen “ critical munitions” from Miseau. 
The resulting investigation, outlined in 
reports stamped “ Confidential,” which we 
have obtained, is still continuing. 


The three “ nationals." the Army found, 
were Polish-born employes of Uncle Sam. 
The trio had made off with fifteen 66mm 
antitank rockets and three 2.75 inch air-to- 
surface rockets. 


They also had their eyes on anti-aircraft 
Red Eye missiles, the report said. 


One of the thieves, moreover, previously 
had been investigated for “ larceny of U.S. 
government 
property.’’ 
No 
one. 
apparently, had bothered to check his file 
when he was hired. 


Further investigation revealed that 32 
additional U S 
government employes. 


Terro rists pilfer 


U.S. a rms depo ts 


many of them security guards, had seamy 
records. 


Two were suspected of “ working with 
Polish Intelligence Service.” Another was a 
“ suspected 
Yugoslavian 
Intelligence 
active;” yet another had been employed 
“ by Hungarian Intelligence Service.” 


One subject was found to be a “ devout 
Communist.” And one man’s record, 
astoundingly, indicated he was “ at one 
time a general in the Russian army.” 


A confidential report circulated by the 
German Federal Criminal Bureau had 
indicated that “ a number of Arab agents 
were operating in (Germany) with the 
intent to attack U.S. installations.” 


Upon checking on government employes 
working in the area. Army investigators 
found that 19 Syrians had been hired or 
fired “ in the Kaiserslautern area during the 
period June-Oct. 72.” There was evidence 
of “ very real terrorist activity” tied to the 
loss of arms and poor security at the depot. 


Thousands of Red Eye missiles are 
stockpiled at Miseau and Weilerbach. The 
American 
equivalent 
of 
the 
Russian 
Strella, they are the perfect terrorist 
weapon — light, compact, heat-seeking, 
shoulder-fired. 


One August afternoon, discloses a report 
stamped “ For Official Use Only,” Army 
investigators happened by the railhead at 
Miseau and “ found what they believed to 
be a pallet containing 4 Red Eye missiles ... 
placed in open storage...” 


This sparked a probe of the Red Eye 
stocks and accounting system at Miseau. 
The results were frightening 


“ The inventory established the presence 
of 3,776 missiles stored in earth-covered 
magazines...,” 
states 
the 
confidential 
findings “ 2,305 can be accounted for by 
receipt documentation No records could 
be found to indicate the remaining 1,471 
missiles were ever received...” 


In short, the depot had what auditors call 
an “ overage” of Red Eyes. To the military, 
overages represent an even greater danger 
than shortages because there is no way of 
determining what is actually missing. 


The army investigators also surveyed the 
physical 
security 
at 
Miseau 
and 
Weilberbach. Their findings: 


^The perimeter’s chain link fence has 
oxidized to the point that it has lost its 
tensile strength and can be broken or 
crushed with the hand .... The top and 
bottom weaves have rusted and broken 
loose ..., holes are beginning to appear...” 


‘-'“ The above-ground storage facilities 
have 
fallen 
into 
a 
poor 
state 
of 
maintenance and repair. The pre-fab 
concrete and fiber siding and roofs have 
become brittle and can be damaged or 
broken with little effort. Numerous hinges 
and door hasps are rusted and in a 
weakened condition...; master keys must 
be considered compromised. 


“ It was also observed that ‘select’ ... 
civilians are authorized entry into the 
Miseau Storage Areas on the basis of 
German-American relations. The persons 
are purported to be berry-pickers and 
naturalists. These personnel were not 
escorted 
during 
their 
stays 
in 
the 
ammunition storage areas.” 
* A survey of the guard force disclosed 
that during the six-month period prior to 
the Army investigation, “ a total of 254 
infractions 
were 
recorded...” 
These 
involved “ AWOL, drunkeness, sleeping on 
duty, performing guard duties without a 
weapon and false reporting by guard 
personnel.” 


‘' ' “ Vast 
quantities 
of 
unguarded 
munitions were located in open storage at 
both ... railheads. These items included, 
but were not limited to, 105mm and 155mm 
artillery rounds, rockets, ... small arms 
ammunition, mines, fuzes and missiles.”

munitions list item, were observed in open 
storage on the south side of (one) railhead.

Most ears whining 
along U.S. 71 zipped right on 
by the KKK sign and the 
ominous hooded figure beside 
it. 
“ People don't come until 
after dark.” shrugged state 
grand dragon John W. King, a 
Winnfield lawyer. “ They don't 
care to be seen at a Klan ral­ 
ly ” 
He said that's because the 
Klan is famed for clandestine 
terrorism, murder, whippings 
and fire to impose its version 
of law and order—and word 
hasn't gotten around that 
times have changed. 
The bloody image often re­ 
pels potential members whose 
politics may lie just south of 
Attila the Hun's but who balk 
at violence — it appeals to 
what King calls the “ nitwits, 
wild men and radicals.” 
“ But the haters pass right 
on through,” King <added. 
“ They don’t stay long.” 
This peaceful dragon is 
state commander for the Unit­ 
ed Klans of America, Inc. 
(UKA), richest and most visi­ 
ble of the 1^ separate and 
jealous Klan groups known to 
the FBI.

The governor, who said "no” 
to 18 proposed laws and six 
portions of appropriations bills, 
is expected to receive continued 
pressure, while the legislators 
are in the capital, to call a spe­ 
cial session to consider raising 
the 8 per cent ceiling on the in­ 
terest for long-term loans. 
He has asked for a second 
study of the matter and has not 
ruled out a special session later 
this year 
If the governor calls a special 
session, he is expected to call it 
in November, after the Nov. 5 
general election 
More than half the governor’s 
vetoes involved spending bills, 
either appropriations or ex­ 
pensive new programs. 
He vetoed pay raises for 
most of the state's judges, for 
the Missouri Boat Commission, 
which also would have been put 
under the state s merit system, 
and for the Workmen s Com­ 
pensation division. 
He also vetoed nine pay raise 
bills for St. Louis city elective 
officials — license collector, 
recorder of deeds, circuit attor­ 
ney. collector of revenue, erti- 
ployes of the collector of reve­ 
nue. prosecuting attorney, cir­ 
cuit clerk for criminal cases, 
city treasurer and city jury7 
commissioner.

Eagleton called the Nixon 
Administration s recommen­ 
dation for $8.4 billion in 
foreign aid “ asinine," and 
said it should be slashed.

Justice Minister Sevket Ka­ 
zan has targ eted books, news­ 
papers. magazines and films. 
He set up a special g overnment 
office to paint small black 
bands on bare breasts and bot­ 
toms in imported publications. 
Kazan has the blessing of his 
National Salvation party, junior 
partner in Premier Bulent Ece- 
vit's coalition g overnment 
Last week he hauled into 
court the weekly, Yanki, be­ 
cause it illustrated a critical 
article about his efforts with a 
picture from a German maga­ 
zine.
